2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed June 23, 2008 is sufficient to 
overcome previous rejection of claims 1-6, 8-27, 29 and 30 based upon Frank et al. 
(WO 99/60487) in view of Donig et al. (US Patent 5,471 ,377) applied under 35 U.S.C. 
103. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-27, 29 and 30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims are allowable over the prior art because the combination of limitations 
including a PC arrangement for visualization, diagnosis and expert systems for at least 
one of regulating, monitoring and controlling units comprising, a server PC, client PCs, 
including autonomous software modules, wherein the software module is used to 
categorize a large number of data from controllers of the units differently, wherein 
imaging of measured and status data from the controllers in the server software module 
is cyclically updateable, wherein other data is transmittable at a request of one of the

client PCs, and wlierein tlie units are high-voltage supply units for electrostatic filters is 
not found, taught or suggested in the prior art of record. Please see the declaration 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed June 23, 2008 for further reasons for allowance.
